18.--Bfforts 
to find relief for the news print paper 
shortage and preyailing high prices 
were continued here today by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission in conference 
with members of newspaper publish- 
ers,’ newsprint manufacturers and 
paper jobbers. <A plan that was dis- 
cussed proposed that publishers of 
the larger hewspapers reduce their 
purchases next year by five per cent 
so that the smaller papers may re- 
ceive More of the supply.

He Is Fighting

jerican Legion battalions raised in 
'Canada, Altogether there are five 
battalions of American. citizen§ rais- 
ed in Canada and attached to ‘the 
‘Canadian forces. In the first 825 
men recruited, twenty-five of the 
forty-eight states in the Union were 
represented, ; 

In answer to a question why he 
joined the Canadian army as a com- 

atant, the colonel said; 

“TY hold it is wrong. to tell another 
man to go out and shoot without you

| States was affected by the outcome

“It was a question whether the 
mailed fist should ‘rule civilization or 
‘whether the principles of the Man 
whose fists were nailed to the cross 
should prevail.

There is no more ignoble cry, unless 
it may be ‘Too Proud to Fight,’ as 
honor comes before safety. Right- 
eousness and justice take precedence 
when it comes to a question of pride 
and. fighting.”
